FAILURE OF OIL 
UNLIKELY 


VIEWS OF MR. C. G. 
REEVES 


The continual discovery of rich new 
sources of oil throughout the world 
renders it improbable that the supply 
of oil ever will run out. So said Mr. 
C. G. Reeves, Vacuum Oil Co. (Ire- 
land), Ltd., at yesterday s Rotary Club 
luncheon. held at the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin. 

Without oil, he went on, our life 
rhythm would just freeze. Oil created 
the machine age, the machine age 
created the oil age—speed in travel, 
in production, in construction, and in 
destruction. There were six great oil- 
“se ag centres to-day: the Gulf of 

exico, the Mid-Continent of America, 
California, Soviet Russia, the Near 
East, and the Far East. The Near 
East represented the greatest potential 
oil area. In no other region had such 
a limited amount of prospecting yielded, 
such magnificent results: It would not 


be “improbable that the centre of 
gravity of the world’s production 
| should shift to that area in years to 


come. 

A recent estimate put the war-time 
requirements of some nations at ‘three 
times the normal peace-time consump- 
tion, which made close control of sup- 
plies to the public, by rationing, very 
essential. T. F. Wright, director and 
engineer of the Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration, recently estimated the con- 
sumption of aviation fuel by a bomber 
at 90 to 150 gallons an hour, and that 
of a fighter, or pursuit ‘plane, at 100 
to 116 gallons an hour. 

As well as ee fuel and 
lubricating oils, and asphalt, oil was 
also the basis of a hundred and one 
raffin wax, 
petroleum jelly. rubber, and toilet pre-

MR. DE VALERA’S 
TRIBUTE 


“ Without the sacrifice of Parnell’s 
eneration, the political freedom which 
this generation enjoys could not have 
been secured.”’ 

Fewer than a hundred people, the 
majority of them elderly men and 
women, with the ivy leaf in their 
coats, people who had supported the 
former leader through thick and thin, 
heard An Taoiseach (Mr. de Valera) 
pay a tribute to Parnell in Glasnevin 
Cemetery yesterday, when he laid a 
tri-colour-ribboned wreath of palm 
on the grave to mark the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the death of Charles Stewart 
Parnell. | 

** Were it not for the fearless and 
practical leadership of Parnell, and the 
willingness of the generation which he 
led to face heartrending privations and 
untold suffering, the farmers of Ireland, 
now lords in their own fields, would 
still be serfs,’’ said Mr. de Valera. He 
said that he laid the wreath on behalf 
of the living generation of Irishmen— 
a tribute of affection and remembrance 
from those who had reaped the harvest, 
to the generation of brave men, and to 
the incomparable leader who toiled in 
the sowing. '' With admiration and 
gratitude we recall,”’ he said, “ their 
services, who loved the motherland 
‘through her loneliness and sorrow.’ 
We pray the good God to deal kindly 
with their spirits, and to grant 
that whilst this land endures 
it will never cease to bring forth 
and nurture men with a will 
and a courage such as theirs. Ar dheis 
De go raibh siad uile.”’ 

Mr. J. P. Hayden, ex-M.P., laid a 
wreath of ivy on the grave on behalf 
of the Parnell Memorial Committee. He 
said that it was through Parnell and 
the men who worked with him that 
the road was opened for the measure 
of independence that now existed in 
this country. Unfortunately, Parnell’s 
last months were clouded with division, 
bitterness and strife. Those now were 
forgotten, and all that remained were 
his name and fame, and these would 
live as long as Ireland existed. Parnell's 
reatest feat was the uniting of the 
rish race, and bringing t Irish 
question into the international arena, 
where its claims appealed to all liberty- 
loving people. 

Mr. E. T. Keane, Kilkenny, said 
that Parnell’s death was a grave blow 
to freedom in every country.

ATTACKS ON 
CONVOYS 


By Oun MiLreany CoRRESPONDENT. 
D URING the past week or so there. 


have been three separate and 
distinct incidents helping us to 
form some sort of estimate as to the 
robable course of events in the near 
uture. Foremost of these was the 


| admission of the Fuehrer as to the 


German estimate of the situation re- 
garding events in Russia. “We have, 
owever, been mistaken about one 
thing: we had no idea how gigantic 
the preparations of this enemy were. .. 
I say this only to-day because I can 
say that. this enemy is already 
broken, . . .”’ Irrespective, therefore, 
of whether the Russians are really 
broken or not, we Have a direct 
admission that German under- 
estimated the task in the Rast. This” 
ts something that, so far, had been 
merely suspected—there was no pos- 
sible means of confirming the suspicion 
until now. 


THE RUSSIAN STAND 


The imevitable result of any such 
under-estimate of an opponent is that 
a greater effort must be expended if 
he is to be overthrown, and that con- 
sequently less reserve of force remains 
for the purpose of meeting any new 
emergency. At the moment there does 
not seem to be any reason to assume 
that Russia is decisively beaten. Fur- 
ther very important exertions must.be 
im forth before that can happen. 

spite the heavy Russian defeats on 
the southern sector, there are no signs 
of an imminent. collapse even there. 
Odessa and the Crimea are still holding 
out, and no effort has been made to 
challenge Russian naval superiority on 
the Black Sea. Communications have 
been badly broken up, and the restora- 
tior of these is essential before any 


| large-scale move is possible, Meantime 


the Russians in the centre would 
appear to be holding firmly on the 
flank of any further advance across the 
Ukraine. 

A recent semi-official German state- 
ment has appeared giving the trace of 
the entire front—for the first time, as 
far as can be ascertained. The line 
starts from Schusselburg, at the south- 
east corner of Lake Ladoga; passes 
through Chudovo, crosses Lake Ilmen, 
follows the course of the Lovat River, 
and “ ends up, as regards this sector,” 
some 25 miles north-east of Vitebsk. 
The sector in question would seem to 
be that of the Leeb-Voroshilov Army 
groups, respectively. Continuing the 
front, ‘‘forms a pocket round Smolensk, 
joins the line of the Desna River, and 
from the bend of the Desna continues 


southwards, cuts across the Seim 
River below Konotop and, striking 
south-eastwards, reaches  Poltava.”’ 


Following the Vorskla, it joins the 
Dnieper east of Kremenchay, follows 
the east bank of this river to Volos- 
kolie, where it strikes off to the Azov 
Sea, near Geniehesk, north of the 
Crimea. It will be seen that, despite 
important successes by the Germans, 
the line as a whole has advanced but 
little for many weeks. The situation 
bears out the view of tougher resist- 
ance than the attacker was prepared 
for. 


PRISONERS 


As for the claims of captures—2} 
million prisoners, 22,000 guns, 18,000 
tanks, 14,500 ‘planes—we have no 
means of checking them. Duplication 
of claims, unconscious exaggeration, 
etc., are inevitable. Undoubtedly, 
though, the losses were great—but so, 
too, were those of the Germans. The 
Russians continue to dispose of im- 
portant material resources; from time 
to time we hear, of locally-constructed 
armoured fighting vehicles taking part 
in the defence of Leningrad and 
Odessa; while each new centre seems 
to be locally organised for renewed 
defensive efforts. ‘Also, American and 
British material will be imported in 
increasing quantity.

It is not suggested that pouring 
material into Russia is the best way 
of using the material in question—or 
even a good way at all. At the 
moment it may, however, be the only 
way—and it does seem he 
scientifically tackled at last. 


SHIPPING POSITION. 

The main route in, of course, is via 
the Persian Gulf. The Vladivostock 
way is much longer, and of less/carry- 
ing’ capacity. There are also the 
northern routes, which must not be 
neglected either. Murmansk is d-“nitely 
out of commission—as also, vrvbably, 
the White Sea Canal. But Archangel 
has still some weeks of usefulness 
before the ice closes in. All these 
northern routes, however, would come 
prominently into the picture in 1942, 
when the shipping position, by all 
appearances, should be much im- 
proved from the Russian point of view. 

Such, at any rate, would seem to 
be a legitimate inference from Mr. 
Churchill’s most recent speech. It had 
a more confident sound—as regards 
details—than former addresses of his. 
This was particularly the case as 
regards the Atlantic battle, in which 
for some months past sinkings had been 
very much on the decline. Quite 
recently, indeed, there was an upward 
trend, A number of convoys have been 
badly mauled by a relay attack policy 
with numbers of submarines. This 
policy, however, calls for simultaneous 
employment of very large submarine 
concentrations. It is thus of an inter- 
mittent character, because submarines 
have to periodically return to rt. 
Also it exposes the attacking sub- 
marines in considerable numbers to the 
chance of very formidable counter- 
attack. Altogether it is rather a 
policy for occasional than for general 
use. As for any surface-craft backing 
for the submarine attack, there does 
not appear to be any immediate 
prospect of such. 


AXIS DIFFICULTIES 
Mr. Churchill’s speech was the third 
oint for consideration — although, 

indeed, he said nothing very new. He 
Ea no hint of any Allied attack, and 
ord Halifax has gone a bit further in 
saying that shipping does not yet exist 
in adequate quantity. The other ship- 
ping aspect—i.e., British attacks on 
Axis shipping—has taken on ver 
important development. Every ship de! 
throws an additional strain on Axis 
land communications—especially to 
the areas of the occupied countries at 
a considerable distance from Germany, 
such as Norway, Western France, etc. 
A few more months of such sinkings 
should mean a period of real difficulty 
in this respect.

-EIRE MARITIME 
AFFAIRS 
INSTITUTE FORMED 
WITH WIDE POWERS 


The Maritime Institute of Ireland 
(Foras Muiridhe na h-Eireann) is being 
formed with the object of arousing 
interest in maritime aftairs in Eire, and 
of promoting the interests of Irish 
citizens engaged in maritime occupa- 
tions, particularly those who are 
members of the Defence Forces and 
the Mercantile Marine. The Institute 
will have rower to maintain other in- 


stitutes, which might assist its own 
general objects. The formation of the 
Institute has aroused widespread 


interest in the country, and Senator 
Joseph Brennan, who is chairman of 
the present conimittee, has received 
large numbers of inquiries about it. 

A programme of work will be out- 
lined at a meeting in the near future, 
and the Institute will then get in touch 
with other bodies likely to be interested 
or who have already expressed their 
interest in its development. Its activi- 
ties will embrace all matters connected 
with sea-going, amateur as well as 
professional activities. Lectures and 
other functions with a maritime 
interest will be organised. The Inati- 
tute will work much on the saine lines 
as similar. institutes connected with 
other professions, such as insurance, 
banking, etc. After a time classes for 
instruction in seamanship, navigation, 
and various branches of ship-manage- 
ment will be held. It is expected that 
the activities of the Institute will be 
accorded widespread public support, 
and anybody interested in nautical 
affairs will be welcome af its functions. 

The formation of the Institute was 
first discussed at a meeting under the 
chairmanship of Lord lenavy in 
January last, and a committee under 
Senator Brennan’s chairmanship was 
appointed at a later meeting, with Mr. 
W. P. Corrigan, solicitor, as hon, 
secretary. The Institute is being 
formed under the provisions of the 
Companies Acts, and its draft 
memorandum and articles of associa- 
tion have been approved by the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce. 
The Minister’s licence has been granted 
to enable the Institute to be formed 
without the inclusion of the word 
** limited ” in its title.

FACING THE THIRD | 
YEAR OF WAR - 


ENGINEERS' VISIT 
TO GIANT WORKS

AST Thursday I paid a visit to 
L the Liffey My ars. ectric Scheme 
at Poulaphouca, in company with 
a number of members of the neer- 
ing and Scientific Association of Ire- 
land, and saw all the wonders of this 
marvel of ese gy ee Mé mechani- 
cal engineering. ankly, I was ex- 
cited, I felt like a little boy with 4 
new and very expensive toy, and I 
was inclined to be impatient with the 
very dignified party. of engineers whom 
I accompanied. From the moment that 
I got my first view of the immense 
dam towering over the great lake that 
has been created I* wanted to craw! 
round on hands and, if necessary, to 
see how it worked. 

I need not have worried. The 
engineers were just as interested as I 
was to see what made it go, though 
their interest was professional where 
mine wae small-boyish. But we got 
around under the guidance of Mr. 
Shanahan, and now I know all about it 
(I think). 


THE GREAT DAM 


That dam looks incongruous. It is 
out of place in that setting of natural 
beauty. clean, smooth, concrete 
‘surfaces contrast startlingly with the 
rugged grandeur of the gorge. Not 
that the dam is ugly in iteelf; it has 
the beauty of anything that is perfect 
of its kind, but 16 has the same effect 
on its setting as chromium fittings 
would have on an Adam interior. 
However, we cannot have everything, 
and many a Dublin household would 
sacrifice a lot of beauty for a little 
utilitarian heat and light this winter. 

To an ordinary layman, like myself, 
there must ways be something 
wonderful about such strictures, not in 
that they have been constructed, 
but in the detail with which they have 
been finished. However, to an engineer, 
I suppose, it is just another prosaic 
job of work. 


IN THE TUNNEL 


But the wonders of Poulaphouca only 
begin with the dam. The quarter-mile 
tunnel that leads the water down to 
the surge-tank and to the turbines, the 
switch-building and the turbines them- 
selves—all are things that would de- 
light the hearts of any big small boys 
such as myself and my colleague who 
insisted on exploring the whole length 
of the tunnel. He, by the way, came 
back after a while, and informed us 
that he had reached a gate, and he 
expected that there was water behind 
it. There was, as Mr. Shanahan in- 
formed him—a whole lake of it! 

I do not mind confessing that while 
I was in that tunnel I was a little bit 


afraid. There was a flow of water 
along the floor, and, though our 
guide told us that represented a 


leakage of only thirty gallons per 
minute, I still could not help wondering 
what would happen if the tunnel were 
suddenly flooded. We had descended 
into the tunnel from the surge-tank by 
a narrow ladder, and there would have 
been quite a crush at the bottom of that 
ladder if anything had happened. 

The tunne! runs from the dam to the 
base of the tank, and immediately under 
it branches into two smaller tunnels to 
correspond with the immense “pipes 
which bring the water down to the 
turbines. e tank, by the way, acts 
as a sort of shock-absorber—that is as 
well as 1 can describe it. . If a turbine 
is closed down there is, of course, an 
abrupt stop to the flow of water. The 
water backs up into the tank until the 
water rights itself again. 


THE SWITCH HOUSE 


From the tank and the tunnel we 
rogressed to the switch building, and 
ba I confess that I was more 
interested in the travelling crane over- 
head than in anything else. What 
I would like to know is where did 
the man get the two eels. While we 
were wadiien the men at work in the 
awitch-building a man suddenly ap- 
peared from nowhere swinging two 
eels by the heads, and it startled me. 
I had not seen where he came from. 

I do not think I want to go back 
to Poulaphouca any more. 

Dr. Laurence Kettle told the 
members of the Engineering and 
Scientific Association that on their 
next visit they would see the scheme 
from the outside. Good news, of 
course, but I do not want to see it 
from the outside. Though I am quite 
prepared to j the benefits of the 
scheme, I shall always think regret- 
fully of that dam placed at the foot 
of those tree-clad slopes, and I can 
only hope that the great new lake 
which has been created will be utilised 
in some way to compensate for the 
concrete blots.

INTRICATE CASE 
~The Minister for Industry and Com-

MR. NORTON’S VIEW 


Under the auspices of the -Meath 
Council of Action of the Labour Party 
a public meeting was held in Navan 
on Sunday last.
